In Taxes 
Indicated 

Indicating a county budget and 
taxes increased above last year’s 
record total because of flood dam¬ 
age and welfare costs, despite 
economies in other departments, 
estimates of 1938-39 expenses were 
filed with County Clerk B. J. 
Smith today. 

The figures will be checked, re¬ 
vised, cut and publi.shed in official 
form before a public hearing nekt 
month. Then on Aug. 30 or before, 
the fiscal year’s budget will be of¬ 
ficially adopted. 

HIGHER TAXES 

Tax rates will be set by Sept. 1. 
Assessed valuation ro.se slightly 
over last year; but almost any 
budget Increase would call for 
higher taxes. 

Increases in estimated expenses 
were noted in most departments, 
but supervisors said many of these 
will be cut down under last year’s 
spending, leaving all possible rev¬ 
enue for repairs to highways, 
bridges and flood control works. 

Flood damage and needed repairs 
were evident in requested budgets 
for roads, the county water dis¬ 
trict, highways and flood protec¬ 
tion. 

OTHER INCREASES 

Increases not caused by the 
flood will be shown in this year’s 
budget because of primary and 
general elections. Increases in the 
sheriff’s office staff, salary raises 
generally in county departments 
made last year, normal expansion 
of governmental services, and wel¬ 
fare costs upped because of liber¬ 
alized state laws. 

The county juvenile committee 
took another try at getting a 
$35,000 dormitory at the deten¬ 
tion home, slashed from the budg¬ 
et last year by the county board; 
and included an item of $2500 for 
the not-yet-organized coordinating 
council, which the board declared 
last year would obviate necessity 
of more housing at the juvenile 
home. 

WELFARE COSTS UP 

Welfare administration costs 
were estimated at $112,220 
against last year’s $101,004,65. 
Largest welfare item, general 
cost of aid, rose from $1,308,- 
659.82 actually spent during the 
1937-38 fiscal year to $1,592,182 
estimated needs for 19.38-39. 

Cost of operating the county 
hospital for the year was esti¬ 
mated at $275,684 as against 
$246,438.59 actual expenses dur¬ 
ing the last fiscal year. 

Demands by the A.ssociated 
Chambers of Commerce and other 
civic bodies for a one-cent levy 
for county advertising and pro¬ 
motion were answered with a 
“compromise" budget estimate of 
$10.475—which, if adopted by the 
board, would call for a general 
tax levy of about one-half cent. 
Last year's expenditures were 
$5804.56. 

ELECTION COSTS 

General elections will cost $32,- 
900, County Clerk Smith esti¬ 
mated, an item with no compara¬ 
tive figure last year because there 
was no general election then. Pri¬ 
mary election costa were esti¬ 
mated at $27,900; with a cost for 
preliminary work last year of 
$1922.10. 

Cost of operating the county’s 
four road districts, corresponding 
to supervisorial districts, would 
more than double if estimates are 
adopted into the final budget. 
Total for the four districts last 
year was $22,298.19 spent; this 
year’s estimates total $54,263.

New Bar Ass’n Head Pledges 
Defense of Civil Liberties 


LOS ANGELES. (JP) — William 
H. Neblett, Democratic candidate 
for governor, and former law 
partner of U. S. Senator William 
G. McAdoo, is under subpoena to 
appear next Thursday before the 
Secramento grand jury, which has 
been investigating charges of 
legislative corruption. A sum¬ 
mons served on Neblett late yes¬ 
terday instructed him to bring 
with him records of disbursements 
by his law firm. Including R. Dean 
Warner, both before and after 
Senator McAdoo withdrew from 
the firm many months ago. 

These records, said the sum¬ 
mons, should include notations of 
payments to Assembly Speaker 
William Moseley Jones, a tempo¬ 
rary Neblett-Warner law partner; 
Clayton S. Adams, 1936 Roose¬ 
velt campaign manager in South¬ 
ern California, and William C. 
Stillman, Democratic leader. 

Corrigan Starts 
Home—By Boat 

COBH, Ireland, —Douglas G. 
Corrigan, confessing fear of sea¬ 
sickness, started home by boat to¬ 
day across the Atlantic over which 
he flew "by mistake” early last 
week in his antiquated plane. 

As the 31-year-old Californian 
embarked on the liner Manhattan 
he declared this was his first long 
boat trip and said he "hoped for 
the best but feared toe worst.” 

OIL REFINERY FIRE 

SANTA MARIA, (.ffb—Fire that 
burned a 10,000 barrel oil storage 
tank at the J. I. Maugier refinery 
in Santa Maria oil fields threat¬ 
ened the refinery and several wells 
of the Sunshine Oil company for a 
time early today before it waa 
brought under control.

Potato Growers to 
Vote on Cull Ban 

WASHINGTON. (iP)—The agri¬ 
cultural Adjustment administra¬ 
tion ordered today a referendum In 
15 late potato producing states to 
determine whether producers favor 
a program designed to keep cull 
potatoes off the market. 

States in which the referendum 
will be held between Aug. 19 and 
24 include California. 

The proposed four-year market¬ 
ing program would set up a joint 
federal-state system of inspection 
of potatoes for interstate ship¬ 
ment. 

Brake Repair As 
Car Runs Is Fatal 

SALINAS, tPI—Coroner J. A. 
Cornett said today an attempt to 
repair the brakes on an auto¬ 
mobile while toe motor was run¬ 
ning caused the death of S. T. Bell, 
40, of Moss Landing. 

Bell was found lying beneath his 
car in a garage, apparently 
asphyxiated by exhaust gas from 
the motor. 


JAPS REJECT I 
RUSS PROTEST

New friction between Soviet Rus¬ 
sia and Japan in toe Far East to¬ 
day underlined a zone of increas¬ 
ing danger In a world already tom 
by two wars. 

The Russian government pro¬ 
tested to Japan against new "pro¬ 
vocations by Japanese-Manchurian 
militarists” in the fourth clash 
this month on the disputed Sibe¬ 
rian frontier. Japan immediately 
rejected the protest, holding Rus¬ 
sia was toe aggressor. 

Tne Russian note demanded pun¬ 
ishment'of toe guilty and warned 
“that the Soviet government places 
the entire responsibility for con¬ 
sequences of these actions on or¬ 
gans of the Japanese government 
in Manchuria.” 

Both sides were said to have 
suffered casualties when Japanese- 
Manchoukuo troops yesterday tried 
to occupy a border hill and “were 
j decisively driven from Soviet ter¬ 
ritory,” according to the Russian 
version. 

Japanese ‘Regret’ 
Slapping Woman 

CHEFOO, China. (JP )—Japanese 
naval authorities accepted re¬ 
sponsibility today for the slapping 
of Mrs. Florence Storms Massie, 
wife of Lieut. Thomas H. Massie, 
American naval officer, June 25. 

They expressed regret to the 
United States consul and told him 
those responsible had been pun¬ 
ished and orders issued to prevent 
a repetition. 

Maine Senator to 
End Long Career 

PORTLAND, Me. l*>) — U. S. 
Senator Frederick Hale (R., Me.), 
will lay aside his senatorial toga 
in 1940 after 24 years’ service. 

The 64-year-old bachelor, whose 
father and grandfather before him 
also were senators, surprised a 
Maine young Republican meeting 
last night by announcing he would 
not seek re-election.

out three heavy bombers at dawn 
unless the transport reported s 
definite trace of the clipper. Two 
navy planes also planned to re- 
0- sume their flight over the area to- 
o- day.

To the firm of Duffy & Barrios 
(Duffy is “senior partner” because 
he’s 20 years older), barbecuing 
not only is one of the major arta 
It also is big business. At it ,20 
years as a team, they’ve dished up 
Uiousands of meals to hundreds of 

thousands of picnickers. 

♦ • • 

Technically, barbecuing is roast¬ 
ing or broiling entire animals (or 
large chunks thereof), doesn’t in¬ 
clude charcoal broiling of steaks. 
Steak grilling and a number of 
other feats of outdoor cookery, of 
course, come under the head of 
barbecuing by common usage. 

Duffy & Barrios prefer the un¬ 
derground roasting procedure. 
Tliey explain (except for a few 
"trade secrets”) how they go 
about it: ^ ^ ^ 

Big chunks of meat (almost any 
■Ize, shape, cut or kind) is sea¬ 
soned, wrapped in white cloth (su¬ 
gar sacks), wrapped again m 
layers of parchment paper that 
wUl stand heat, then covered by 
two wrappings of clean burlap. 

* • • 

Huge fire built on a bed of big 
boulders, meanwhile, la allowed to 
burn itself out. Then more bur¬ 
lap sacks are laid over the piping- 
hot boulders, the chunks of meat 
put on top, another layer of bur¬ 
lap put over the meat, and the 
whole thing is covered with dirt. 

All this is done sometime the 
night before the prospective 
feast. Cooking time (which de¬ 
pends on size and shape of the 
meat cut) ranges from eight or 
10 hours to 24 hours or longer. 
Exact timing, Barrios hints, is 

one of the trade secrets. 

« * * 

Duffy and Barrios have gone 
into the barbecuing business in a 
big way, now own a whole store¬ 
room of equipment. Including sev¬ 
eral thousand enameled "setups,” 
a fleet of four army field ranges 
for "auxiliary” cooking (beans, 
etc.), giant coffee boilers and sal¬ 
ad bowls. 

* « • 

They put on barbecues by con¬ 
tract—customer tells them what 
kind of food he wants, how many 
people to expect, what time to 

serve dinner, and the barbecuists 
do the rest. They’ve never been 
late with dinner, either, though 

they often must wait for tardy 

crowds to assemble. 

* « « 

Though they work best togeth¬ 
er, either member of the “team” 
can put on a whole barbecue alone, 
and they each have to do it oc¬ 
casionally on rush nights when 
they’ve scheduled two feasts. .

Barrios, proprietor of a restau¬ 
rant (Tony’s cafe) here for 26 
years, specializes in Spanish 
dishes, often is called on to add 
enchiladas or Spanish beans to the 
ordinary barbecue diet. Duffy, 
Elks club chef for 25 years, is 
even more experienced in handling 
big crowds, since he’s worked 
among racetrack crowds in the 
East before coming here. 

ii • « 

Considering all that, besides 
their 20 years of teamwork, Bar¬ 
rios & Duffy not only have their 
recipes down pat, but they also 
have their system in perfect work¬ 
ing order. Their speed record: 
Dishing out food for 3500 people 
In the city bowl during Santa 
Ana’s golden jubilee celebration in 

45 minutes flat. 

000 

Versatility is another Duffy & 
Bsu-rios boast. ’They’ve served 
crowds ranging from eight to 
6500, or from a shipload of sailors 
to a ladies’ aid. They’ve barbe¬ 
cued everything from beef to 
chicken (including one wild goat), 
and they've dished up everything 
from a 30-cent barbecue "feed” 
to a soup-to-nuts banquet featur¬ 
ing boneless squab.

Biggest feast they’ve put on: 
’The 5500 Shriners who ate a ton 
5 uid a quarter of meat at Irvine 
park a few years ago.

If you don’t think barbecuing 
is big business, get Barrios to 
show you a (Sertain busy week’s 
meat bill he carries with him. It 
came to $1038, and the grocery 
bill for the same week amounted 
to $573.

Sample hectic day for the part¬ 
ners: Two feeds at Irvine park 
at noon, one was an order for ham 
for 800, the other for 700 helpings 
of beef—and a steak feed for 300 
it Huntington Beach that eve- 
ling. All three meals were served 
on time.

Busiest week-end was the time 
they had to put on a barbecue 
for 300 at Jacumba hotsprlngs (76 
miles east of San Diego) one noon, 
and a feed for 3000 at Irvine park 
next day. It was an all-night job 
getting things ready for the second 
dinner.

’The barbecue artists cook beef, 
pork, ham and lamb almost every 
week, deer and chicken occasional¬ 
ly, but only once an order to bar¬ 
becue a wild goat, ’The beast was 
killed on Santa Cruz island.

U. S. ARMY LAGS 
IN EQUIPMENT, 
OFFICERS TOLD 

WASHINGTON. t»1 —The 
army’s chief of Infantry has rec¬ 
ommended a ’’radical revision” of 
tactics and weapons to keep 
abreast of advances made by for¬ 
eign powers. 

Maj. Gen. George A. Lynch, 
chief of Infantry, said in a survey 
made available today for study by 
the army’s 12,000 officers: 

”We are training under tactical 
regulations and with materiel that 
are almost wholly obsolete." 

The revision, he advised, should 
be followed by another, if need 
be, two years hence. Of quip- 
ment he reported; 

"Our infantry regiment today is 
badly outmoded in comparison 
with foreign regiments. It lacks 
the weapon carriers, mortars, 
grenade tubes, anti-aircraft and 
anti-tank weapons, rolling kitch¬ 
ens, voice radio Our tank con¬ 
tingent is inadequate. 

“’Much time will elapse before 
these deficiencies can be met. But 
moet critical of all is the total 
unpreparedness of our Industry to 
meet some of our most vital de¬ 
mands until more than a year af¬ 
ter mobilization.” 

General Lynch’s eatlmate was 
given confidentially to the com¬ 
mand and general staff school at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kan., and pub¬ 
lished for the benefit of all of the 
officers in the semi-official infan¬ 
try journal. 

The army, he reported, is start¬ 
ing production of the firat 18 of 
a projected 162 fast "medium” 
tanks. He said that "many think 
it is the greatest tank in exist¬ 
ence.” It weighs about 16 tons, 
carries five or six men, and is 
vulnerable only to anti-tank Shelia 
and artillery. 

Although the army has some 
283 light tanks. General Lynch 
said a new weapon was needeiL 
weighing under 10 tons but as 
heavily armored as the larger 
vehicle.

Sampson's beginning was good, he 
was a child of miracle blessing upon his 
mother and It was prophesied that he 
should begin to deliver Israel from the 
Philistines. At his birth he was placed 
under the Nazarlte vow. When he came 
of age he had unusual strength at times 
but his own people had no confidence 
In him and tried to turn him over to the 
Philistines lest his acta ght them in 
trouble. 

Sampson’s moral weakness seemed to 
be greater than his physical strength. 
First, he fell in love with a PhillsUne 
maiden and demanded her for his wife, 
which was contrary to the Jewish law. 
His parents objected by he Insisted, say¬ 
ing, "for she pleaseth me well." More 
concerned over his own pleasure than 
anything else.

Through her the Philis¬ 
tines learned the secret of his strength 
and then when DeUl^dl makes him go to 
sleep on her knee, they shaved off the 
seven locks of his head. No, his strength 
was not In his hair—lots of people have 
long hair, but this was the symbol of 
his vow to the Lord. And now that he 
has broken his vow he has no prospect 
of the Lord's help and is as weak as any 
man. The Philistines put out his eyes 
and cause him to grind in the prison 
house. “What a tragedy! 

Yes, Sampson was physically very 
strong but he was very weak morally. 
And any man is only as strong as he is 
morally, for his moral weakness will at 
last defeat his physical strength; if not 
before it will do so when he is called be¬ 
fore the great Judge. When one begins 
to trifle he is in danger of becoming 
more careless and bold and at last 
makes a move which will cause his 
downfall. The sad part is that when this 
is done one may not "wist that the Lord 
has departed” until he finds himself 
powerless in the hands of the enemy. 
Let us beware of all trifling.

Lemons in fairly lighter 
demand were weak to approxi¬ 
mately 25 cents lower, 

A, E, Prugh, local representative 
of the lederal-state market news 
service, in commenting on Pacific 
coast markets for the week said: 

“San Francisco unloaded 5 cars 
of oranges, and 3 cars of lemona. 
Supplies were moderate with fair 
demand and the market generally 
steady. Valencias ISOs and larger 
brought an average of $2.25 to 
$2.75 per box; 1768 brought an av¬ 
erage of $l.'i5 to $2.25 per box. 
Lemona held steady to unchanged 
with 588s and lower bringing an 
average of $4.25 to $5.00 per box.

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A Relief For Film Fans 

The nation’s motion picture "oers will breathe a sigh 
of relief, along with the eKhitaitors, if the government suc¬ 
ceeds in its plan of abolishing “block booking” of films. 

Under the current system, exhibitors are forced to 
agree to buy practically all the films of one company, 
whether the pictures are any good or not. Otherwise, the 
local exhibitor can’t have any pictures. 

This is the reason why in many instances the pleasure 
you get from a splendid picture is destroyed by the pain 
of sitting through the terrible second film on the bill. 
Your exhibitor has been forced to accept this “turkey” 
and run it. 

If the government has its way, exhibitors will bo 
allowed to buy only such pictures as are worth while. 
That is certainly reasonable. Why should the faithful 
film fan and the local exhibitor be forced to suffer for 
the mistakes of some Hollywood hack who believes he 
can improve the works of Shakespeare or Stevenson? 

There is only one producer who should be allowed to 
book all his offerings sight unseen. He, of course, is 
the incomparable Mr. Disney, the father of Mickey Mouse. 

Sometimes the “good neighbor" policy consists 
of telling the folks next door they’re wrong. Secre¬ 
tary of State Hull is giving Mexico that kind of a hint. 

A Real Maverick 

Perhaps the one result of greatest concern to non- 
Texans was the defeat of Maury Maverick in the Texas 
primary election. Washington will miss that colorful 
hgure. In four short years he has gained national prom¬ 
inence. Fighting always on the side of civil liberties and 
social justice, he has been sn intelligent and forceful 
leader of the liberal bloc. Yet he has been no wearer of 
labels; he has been a “maverick,” an unbranded independ¬ 
ent, a warm-hearted but tough-m.inded legislator, with the 
ability to think and the courage to act for himself.

I asked, of cour.se, if 
this had been reported. Much ef¬ 
fort has been made recently to 
make it po.ssible for people to go 
off relief rolls for temporary jobs 
and get back without the old-time 
delay. Formerly a man with a 
family did not dare take a job un¬ 
less it looked reasonably perma¬ 
nent. He was afraid his family 
would starve before he could ob¬ 
tain possible additional necessary 
relief for them. 

I was very glad to know of this 
instance and I shall certainly fol¬ 
low it through and find out the 
rea.son. I wi.sh every citizen would 
report to Washington anything of 
this kind that comes to his atten¬ 
tion. Only with help from indivi¬ 
duals can a program of such mag¬ 
nitude as WPA be sure of working 
efficiently.

W A SHINGTON. —(Special.)— 

A tremendous life-saving plan was 
pre.sented to the National Health 
conference at the close of today’s 
session here. 

This plan is the program of pro¬ 
viding adequate medical and | 
health care to the entire population ! 
drawn up by the technical commit¬ 
tee on medical care of the inter¬ 
departmental committee to coor¬ 
dinate health and welfare activi¬ 
ties. 

“A major reduction in needless 
loss of life and suffering, an in¬ 
creasing prospect for longer years 
of productive, self-supporting life 
in our population” will be achieved 
oy this plan within a decade, the 
technical committee is convinced. 

The maximum cost to fedex'al, 
state and local governments of the 
first three features of the five- 
point plan is estimated at $850,- 
000,000 every year for 10 years. 
The committee believes it will take 
10 years of gradual expansion of 
medical and health services for the 
plan to become fully effective. 

First recommendation of the 
technical committee is to expand 
general public health services with 
the hope of eradicating tuberculo¬ 
sis, venereal diseases and malaria, 
controlling deaths from pneumo¬ 
nia, and cancer, and fighting men¬ 
tal diseases and industrial diseases 
more effectively. Along with this 
expansion of public health servi¬ 
ces, tlie committee recommends 
expanding maternal and child 
health services. 

Second point in the committee’s 
plan provides for 360,000 hospital 
beds. In addition to tliose already 
in existence, and for the construc¬ 
tion of 500 health and diagnostic 
centers in eas inaccessible to 
hospitals. 

Third point in the plan is for 
providing medical care to the med¬ 
ically needy. 

Fourth point in the plan is for 
reducing the burdens of sickness 
among self-supporting persons.

Coonley, New England Republi¬ 
can and unofficial ambassador 
of big business to the New Deal, 
who is seeking a truce between 
business and government at his 
secret garden parties in Wash¬ 
ington, gets the brass ring on 
today’s Merry-Go-Round.) 

WASHINGTON.—A lot of things 
take place during these warm and 
drowsy Washington summers 
which you never hear about. 
There are secret brain trust par¬ 
ties in beautiful Georgetown gar¬ 
dens, and there are big lobbying 
deals consummated across tables 
of fashionable roof-gardens. 

In fact, Washington in summer 
can be more mysterious and 
amazing than in winter. 

But the most intriguing develop¬ 
ment in many years is one which 
is taking place in an old walled-in 
garden draped with ivy and mag¬ 
nolias. There, on hot summer 
nights you see negro butlers 
dressed in the regalia of the Old 
South, serving frosted mint juleps 
to a group of men. 

And in this atmosphere one of 
the miracles of the present ad¬ 
ministration is taking place— a 
better understanding between the 
New Deal and big business. 

The man who is engineering this 
miracle is Prentiss L. Coonley, a 
New England Republican, and the 
gentleman who lives in the house 
vvlth the mysterious garden. His 
name does not appear in the head¬ 
lines. Few know that he lives in 
Washington. 

But he is the unofficial am¬ 
bassador of big businesa to the 
New Deal. 

PROSPECTIVE PEACE 

Coonley has been filling this 
delicate role only a few months, 
but In that short time he has al¬ 
ready produced more tangible 
peace between business and the ad¬ 
ministration than all the fan-fared 
conferences held by the President. 

This does not mean that the 
lion and the lamb actually are 
lying down together. Far from it. 
'The New Dealers have given up 
none of their ideas, nor is all of 
busiJiess ready to kiss and 
make up. 

But as a result of Coonley’s un¬ 
publicized gcxidwilling there now 
does exist, for the first time since 
the New Deal, a basis of cordial, 
man-to-man relationship between 
big business and administration 
leaders. For weeks, groups of 
them have dined together in his 
Georgetown home and frankly 
discussed their mutual grievances. 

The list of Coonley's guests 
reads like a roll call of the Sixty 
Families and the inner White 
House council. 

Tycoons present have been Wal¬ 
ter Teagle, head of Standard Oil 
of New Jersey: W. Averell Har- 
riman, head of the Union Pacific; 
General Robert Wood, head of 
Sears, Roebuck: Edward Stettin- 
ius of U. S. Steel; Clarence Fran¬ 
cis, head of General Foods; S.

The idea of having a big bu-sl -1 
ness ambassador in Washington 
is Averell Harriman’s. 

The young railroad mogul has 
been on friendly terms with the 
New Deal since its start, and when 
the President began his anti-mo- 
nopoly drive Harriman conceived 
the plan of having a representa¬ 
tive of business take up residence 
in Wa.shington in order to estab¬ 
lish personal relations with the 
inner group who really run the 
New Deal, 

Harriman discu.s.sed the idea 
with Edward R, Stettinius, jr., 
youthful new head of U. S. Steel 
and other liberally-inclined indus¬ 
trial leaders. They approved and 
chose Coonley for the unique job 
becau.se he had been an NRA dep¬ 
uty administrator and director of; 
the division of business coopera¬ 
tion, .so knew people in Wa.sh- 
ington. 

PRO.MISING KESLLTS 

Coonley says quite frankly that 
he doe.sn't know what the outcome i 
of his ambassadorial efforts 
will be. 

“When 1 first started several 
months ago,” he explains, "1 would 
have said that my chances to get 
business men to sit down with 
government officials for frank ex-' 
changes of views were about 1000' 
to 1. Now, I would put them at 
100,000 to 1. I don’t know what] 
the ultimate outcome will be. We i 
are probably still in for heavy 
weather, but I like that. It’s 
when the going is tough that you 
learn things. In business I never 
learned anything when times were 
good, but I learned plenty during 
depressions.” 

Coonley lists as his most prom¬ 
ising achievement the fact that no 
New Dealer or business man has 
ever declined his invitation to get 
together. 

The first time they accepted, he 
admits, they may have done so 
chiefly out of curiosity. But they 
have returned again and again and 
appeared eager to get the invita¬ 
tions. 

Chief curiosity on the part of 
business men, Moonley finds, is the 
Brain Trust pair, Tom Corcoran 
and Ben Cohen. Most business ex¬ 
ecutives regard them as two- 
horned monster.s, and Coonley al¬ 
ways gets a kick out of li.stening 
to the reactions of his busine.ss 
guests. 

At one of his first dinners a na¬ 
tionally known utility magnate, 
who has publicly denounced Co¬ 
hen, had a long talk with him 
about the .so-called “death sen¬ 
tence” provi.sion of the Holding 
Company Act, which Cohen wrote. 
Later, he remarked to Coonley: 

"That fellow isn’t so bad. He 
knows what he is talking about. 
Ju.st between us, he had the better 
of the argument.” 

.SOUND ADVICE 

The monopoly investigation is 
now the chief topic of disemssion 
at the Coonley dinners. 

"I am telling our people,” Coon¬ 
ley says, “that they have nothing 
to worry about. Some of them are 
afraid the investigation will be a 
circus. I say, 'What of it as long 
as the facts are obtained.’ A cer¬ 
tain amount of ballyhoo in a mat¬ 
ter like this is unavoidable. It’s 
getting at the facts that Is Im¬ 
portant, both for business and the 
government. That’s what really 
matters.” 

One group of business leaders 
with whom he argued, couldn't see 
this point of view, and contended 
that the probe was “government 
meddling in business.” 

“Well, let’s look at it this way.
